1. This memorandum is for information only. 

2. A Classified Bulletin Board has been installed in the 
Security Records and Communications Division of the Office of 
Security, Room Gl-19, Headquarters. It is prominently located 
and easily accessible in the Division's major work area. This 
area is a secure area and restricted to personnel assigned to 
the Security Records and Communications Division and general 
access by personnel of this Office is limited to a "need- to- 
have-access" basis. 

3. In view of the limited access to the area in which 
the Classified Bulletin Board is located, the criterion applied 
in selecting items for posting has been whether it would be 
useful to the Division’s 85 employees. To date color photographs 
of the DCI , DDCI , DDS, D/S and DD/SEC; statements of the mission 
and functions of the Office of Security and the Security Records 
and Communications Division; training notices; Job vacancy notices; 
and, items on the suggestion award program, retirement and on-the- 
job injuries have been posted. 

4. During the past several weeks in which the Classified 
Bulletin Board has been established, employees of the Security 
Records and Communications Division have been observed to read 
the posted material but have not expressed any particular reaction 
to the idea of a Classified Bulletin Board.

I have had a quick survey made of what is available in 
bulletin boards and the cost of installing them in the various overt buildings in 
the Washington metropolitan area. The vinyl-covered homosote boards listed 
in Attachment 1 are similar to the boards presently installed in the elevator 
lobbies at Headquarters. As they are made in-house, they can be furnished in 
a variety of sizes. The 24- x 38 -inch size, for example, more conveniently 
accommodates eight 8- x 10 1/2 "inch notices than the 24- x 36 -inch standard 
size commercial board, also listed. The in-house boards may also be left 
up or removed from the wall as desired. Attachment 2 contains some additional 
data on commercial boards, as well as sketches of the in-house products.
